The Souldiers alſo ſhewed themſelves to be no younglings 
in the Art Military, by their ready obcatence, and active moticn, 
on eachvarietie. The fight continueda longtime with great 
; obſtinacie oneither ſide, untillat length the advantageot the 
Chriſtians Armes and number of their fouldiers, prevailing 
MuLLey AcHMAT with'the Saracens,” were forced to give 
ground. The which the Chriſtian Capt4ip perceiving, he cau- 
ſed his Muskettiers to move up be:ween his Pikes 7 aud preſent 
powring out his ſhot by two Ranks together. ThePikes alloat the 
ſame time, charging them home : which the. T#Yromen people, 
no longer able to indure, they quit che Halt” (he faine way 
they entred) MuLLEY AcuMaT and his Ziewtez. making 
good the Retreit with their Syi/e75 11 theft hatids. 
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" The Saracens ſecond 'March and Figures. 


The Saracexs thus forced out of the Hall, the 
two laſt ranks of Captain Vens Company face a- 
bout, and are privately led away by Lieutenant 
Sheppard, either tolie in awbyſp,or toattend upon 
the Saracens deſignes ; as opportunitie ſhould beſt 
offer it ſelf. 

The Captainin the mean time facing the Mul- 
kettiers to the rightand left outward, the Pikes 
to the rightand left inwards, cauſeth them to iz- 
rerchange ground ( This brings the Mmkettiers 
again to the Flayks) Then the drums beating a 
March, the Captain leads the Comp in Diviſi- 
985 ONCe about the Hall, and marcherh out at the 
lower end by the skreene into the yard. 

IAMulley Achmatt having again ordered his Body 


inthe Garden, ſends aſpie to ſee what the Chri- 


ſtians are doing ; and finding them all gone out 
of the Hall, ſurmiſed they were fled; And there- 
upon Mulley Achmatt returns with great Triumph, 
and with much vaunting inſolence marcheth 
round about the Hall, with his Souldiers in form 
of a Herſe, as you may perceive by the Figure 
numbred with 12. Now being atthe lower end of 
the Hall, he made an Alt, when immediately up- 
on aſigne given, the Turks doubled their half-files to 
the right intire, the which produced Figure 13. 
On which torm he marched, and with aftately 


ſurvay, beholding the 0rder of his Souldrers , and 


the countenance of the SpeCtatours, he again 
madeAlt, obſerving his tormer order, in making 


and marching on theſe enſuing figures.

After that MULLEY-ABEN-ACHMAT had made 
an& marched on alltheſe Rverall F/geres, at laft 
withgreat infolence; 'he wheeled bis battell about to 
the left, his bodly being in formot the 17 Figure ; 
He with acarelefle garbe viewing the SpceCtators, 

.and with eyes darting- forth diſdaine , demon- 
ſtrating a kinde of RR ſcora, (by the geſture 
ofthis body,) againft the ſuppoſed Temer/tie of the 
Chriſtians, whom he beleeved.to have been fled. 

\ , -But'they tothe contraty all this time kept good 
eſpiall - 2057 han; him to /we//rarher by 
opiniohtherfortune; = => 
For even now when his infolence was at the 
higheſt, he heard the Chriſtians drums beating a 
March : Ciptain Vexs Company approaching ſo 
neare;thatthey werenow entrin abs Hall by the 
Skreen. Aſſoon as they were entred the Chriſti- 
_ ans drem into Battalia , the drums beating a prepa- 
rative they advance forwards, and charge the S4- 
racens , and they perceiving" their numbers to be 
ſo ſmall, as willingly4nett them. | 
Captain VEN had all his Mwsketts 1n the front of 
his Pikes , and the enemiie his batrel(s were ranged 
as in Figure #7. The ſhot playd thick on both 
fides, as ſometimes beipgin frgzt, lometimes on 
the flazks , Toinetimes agairimthe Keere, other- 
whiles in the 9:14ſ?, The Politick Captains , {till 
varying of their forms on either fide, as might 
make beſt for their own advaptages, each {triving 
forthe Garland. of victory. But by this time the 
Ambuſh ( ander the conduGt of Lieutenant SHEP- 
PARD) was ready to fall on: and therefore Captaiy 
Vex cauſed his drums beata Rerrait , firing and 
; charging

charging Pikes retreating , thereby to draw the 
Turks trom their {trength into diſorder. The 
Twks perceiving the Chriſtians to give ground, 
charge fiercely on. But the Chriſtian Captain made 
bur a politick retreat , thereby to draw the Turk: 
_ from their advantage of ground, thatſo the am- 
- buſhment might have opportunity to charge then 
in the Reere. Thisas it was contrived fell out ac- 
cordingly. Forthe Liewenant whoall this while 
had kept himſelt and ſouldiers cloſe ; now per- 
ceivipg his opportunity : Ranged all his Muuket- 
tiers in front, and with all poſſible ſecrecie, drew 
_ cloſe up tothe Recre of the Enemie; Then all on a 
fudden powri7g out a great ſalue of ſhot , he there- 
witheven rext and fore the order of the Enenne. 

Now the Chriſtians charge both i Front and 
Reore the Turcoman Liewenant with anundaunted 
courage , faced his halt-files abour, andwith an 
unparalleld reſolution {ingled our the Chriſtian 
Lieutenant,with his well temperedCymiter laying 
about him like a Turk. Infomuch rhat Lriewtenant 
Sheppard with his Part:zan had much ado with all 
his sKill aua dexteritie , to keep him at the point. 
The other ſtriving to hew outa way before him, 
even through ſteel, fire,and flame: with his well cut- 


ting Fauchion llicing and paring the Chriſtian 


Lieutenants Partizan, as it it had been a a wodden 
dagger, and not a compoſure of ſteel. Neverthe- 
eſis the Chriſtian Lieutenant perceiving the Tur- 
coman to be a proper-perſonage, and not willing 
to deſtroy ſo goodly-a preſence. He therefore 
ſtood politickly.-on the defenſive , whilſt the o-

All this while the Souldiers are likewiſe at it 
with their ſhort guns, ſwords and targets, againſt the 
Chriſtians with their «Auskets and whole Pikes , 
where we will leave thema while ftriving like cox- 
trary elements,and return into the Front toſee how 
MULLEY-ACHMaT behaved himſelt againſt the 
Chriſtian Captain, who as I toreſhewed had gi- 
ven back purpoſely to draw the Turk trom his ad- 
vantage of ground, that ſo his Lieutenant might 
the more commodioully give onin the Reere, 

T he which accordingly taking effect, he gave 
a freſh charge inthe front, at which the Saracens be- 
gan to ſtagger, perceiving themſelves to be do- 

ly charged1n Frontand Reere. 

Mully Aben ſeeing his people began to waver,

Inraged ACHMAT even foming with anger that 
he could not work his deſigne: reſolved for his 
la/t refuge with the remains of his over-wearied 
Turks, to break through the Battelof the Chriſt: 
ans, But the vigilant Captain having drawn all his 
Pikes 1n Front cloſely ſerried together, kept them 
ſo cloſe up, that they could not make the leaſt pe. 
netration. Whereupon being quite out of heart, 
with joynt conſent they cryed for quarter, after the 
Turkey mancr Calting their weapons on the 
ground, and laying their /eft hands on their heads, 
witha loud voice cry/ze, Saybe-Sallam, 

The Chriſtian Captain remembring how vali- 
antly they had beaved themſelves in fight, took 
compaſlion on them, and d:ſarming them, com- 
manded them to paſſe through between his Files 
into the Reere. Lieutenant Sheppard in like maner 
with his Souldiers following them, placing his 
Sduldiers in the Reere of the Turks. Sothat the 
Chriſtians had 4. ranks, 2. Ranks in the Front, and 
2, Ranks inthe Reere of the Captive Turks.. They 
being in 2. Ranks inthe mid(t of the Conquerors. 
Then the Chr:/t:az Captain cauſed the firſt Rank 
of Turks tomove between the firſt and ſecond 
Ranks inthe Frozt. Theſecond Rank of Turks, 
between the third and fourth Ranks in the Reexe. 
Being content himſelf to have gained the vidory, 
he took onely the Captain MuLLEY-A 8B EN- 
AcnmarT for hispriſoner, MULLE Y - SHECK

being priſoner to Enſizne Gould , the reſt of the 
Turks being equally divided amongſt the Souldi- 
ers, every two Souldiers having one Turkey priſoner 
between them: the Capraiz thus bountifully re- 
warding his skilfull and conquering Souldiers. 
This being performed , the Captain led forth 
his Company again in diviſtons ( the Twrks being 
pinioned with peeces of Match. ) After the Captain, 
marched dejeted MurLEY ACHMAT; Then 
a diviſion of Muskettiers being but two in Rank, 
and a Turkey priſoner between them , every Rank 
having onein like maner. Then marched Exſigne 
Gould at the head of the =» diviſion of Pikes , dil- 
playing his Enſiexc in token of viitory. Ap EN A B- 
DELL 4 being led, and the Saracen Enſigne being 
carriedafrerhim. Laſtly, after the Reere diviſion 
of Muskets marched Lieutenant Sheppard, leading 
with him his priſoner bold MurLEy-SHECK. In 
this triumphing maner , Captain V EN led his 
_ Company thrice about the Hall, che Drums beat. 
inga March: where it was a poodly ſight to ſee, 
how every Souldier was enriched with one ſpoyle 
or other , the which they carried in triumphing 
maner, ſome having Cymiters, ſome B.1rbay guns, 


others having Targets, but all ſome thing, belides | 


rhis, the Souldiers were mightily enriched, by 
the /ewels that they found about them , for theſe 
were not of thoſe poore roving Saracens,buta ſelect 
Company that had enriched themſelves by the 
ſpoiles of many others. Thus having marched 
about the Hall the third time, being come tothe 
Skreen, the Captain made a figne, the Drums beat 
4 Troop, the Pikes advance, and the Ranks cloſe for- 


ward 
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ward to their Order, This done, the diviſions are 
drawn up in Battalia, then the Pikes and, and the 
M uskettiers advance intoa Horne Battell, Laſtly, 
beingin this form, the Drums continuing their 
Troop, the whole body advanceth forward into 
the middle of the Hall, then the Drums ſtriking 
an Alt, the whole Body makes aftand , ordering 
their Armes. Then the Captain and Lieutenant as 
at the firſt take forth Mr. Richard Lacy (the third 
man fromthe Front of Lieutenant Bariff his File) 
trooping him between them into the Yaz before 
the m/4/t of the Front of Muskettiers, there doing 
their ſeverall duties to the Nob:litie as formerly; 
The Souldier began this enſuing Speech. 


Vnbrace your Drums, and let the warlike Phife 
No more diſtinguiſh'twixt pale death and life, 
Furleup your Enſignes, letthe Canon ceaſe, 
And re-aſſume your {bravely purchaſt) peace. 
Here are the k-ow/7, that with judgements eye, 
Look through your Actions ; can at firſt diſcry 
Your well weigh'd reſolutions, and can give 
That ſweet reward, that mukes a Souldtey live, 
Encouragement: which from you is praiſe, 
Welcome as Triumph, or th unblaſted baies. 
Give us but that, we can diſpence with, coſt, 
With /»7e more pretious, and with what is moſt 
In the eftezme of men ; we want but ground, 
W hich had,you conquer; yet our hopes are crown d. 
This from your bourtzes it we ſhall obtain, 
Yollies of ſhot, ſhall thankit back again. 

After the ſpeech thus ended, duty being done, 
and the Souldier returned to his place, the Captain 

cauſed, 


The Saracens converted. 
_ cauſed the D7ums to beat a Troop, and the Pikes 
to move forwards even with the Front of Masket- 
icrs. Then the Captain makes a {1gne, the Drums 
beat a March, and the Company marcheth again 
indiviſfions, The Captain firft, and the Ranks of 
Souldiers following , doing a ſhort Souldier-like 
obeyſancetothe Nobility as they palt by them.” The 
Enſigne onely baſing hi point :1n this order march- 
ing torth ofthe Hall, where the Tarks found ſo 
good quarter and kind uſage, that now they are all 
turned _—_ leaving that courſe of life, and 


are now either Merchants or Shopkeepers for the 


molt part. L |
